About a fifth of a second before the 
horses hit the finish in the fifth race at 
Churchill Downs on November 11 the 
photo-finish camera conked out, and as 
luck would have it the first 2 horses were 
on the line inches apart. The placing 
judges gave the nod to Terryton, and 
those who had bet on Mae Ace let the 
world know what they thought of the de- 
cision. The camera’s blackout had been 
over in a flash. in time to catch the tail 
of the third horse. It was the first time 
in 22 years that the Downs has used cam- 
era equipment that a failure had occurred 
in a race. 


Journalism Awards 


The Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
have tapped 2 writers and a photographer 
for its annual awards in racing journal- 
ism: Pat Lynch. of the New York Journal- 


American, for “the outstanding column or 
feature story: Oscar Otis, of Triangle 
Publications. for “the best news story;”

Lynch’s prize, the first Bill Corum Me- 
morial Award. was given to him for his 
description of the 1959 Belmont Stakes. 
Otis had interviewed FBIman J. Edgar 
Hoover. Furley had caught a jockey after 
he had lost his seat and was hanging under 
the horse’s neck. 


The $2 Pawn 


Said the TRA publicity office in a dis- 
patch to news media last week: 

“The $2 pari-mutuel ticket, an ‘inven- 
tion’ of the late Col. Matt J. Winn, may 
he destined for the National Museum of 
Racing. 

“Among the topics to be considered at 
the 18th annual meeting of Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations at New Orleans De- 
cember 7 through 10. will be the possi- 
bility of increasing the minimum pari 
mutuel wager from $2. 

“The $2 window was first introduced 
by Colonel Winn at Churchill Downs in 
1911. Prior to that the standard betting 
unit in the mutuels had been $5.” 

If the purpose of the communication 
was, as we suspect. to spark a little in- 
terest in the convention, the TRA suc- 
ceeded to a degree. Several metropolitan 
newspapers gave the item passing notice. 


The Query Man 


Turf and Sport Digest has’ a colunm 
called The Query Man, in which it tries 
to answer questions from the audience. In 
the current issue. P. J. S. asked, “Is there 
available a table which converts odds to 
mutuels prices?” 


And the Query Man said: 


You really don’t needs a “conversion table” to 
convert odds to mutuels payoff prices. 

All you do is multiply the second figure by any 
number that converts it to 2 and the first number 
by the same, and add the two products. 

For instance, if the odds are 7 to 1, you would 
multiply 1 by 2 to make it 2, then multiply 7 by 
2 which gives you 14. Then you add 14 and 2 and 
that gives you 16, or $16. 

If the odds are 5 to 2 all you do is add. The 
payoff is $7. 

If the odds are 6 to 5, you multiply 5 x 40 te 
get 2.00 and 6 by .40 which is 2.40. You add 2.00 
to 2.40 to get $4.40. 

If the odds are 1 to 3, multiply by 66 2/3. This 
gives 2.66 2/3. and the payoff, because it always is 
in even figures. would be $2.60.

BaLtimorE. Though they fared only 
slightly better in the 1959 Washington, 
D. C., International than last year. the 
Russians again were the stars of John 
Schapiro’s theater in-the-round. They 
wouldn't be upstaged, even after Cain Hoy 
Stable’s Bald Eagle had drubbed the field 
and Garnir and Flang had finished out 
of the money. 

Nikolai Nasibov kept his post-race audi- 
ence waiting while he hosed Garnir’s 
ankles, then obliged his interviewers with 
the assurance of a film star. 

With his  pock-marked complexion. 
striding walk, and “squared” Cossack hat, 
Nasibov is more widely known among 
Laurel’s shedrow habitues than the track’s 
general manager. He is better than a fair 
rider in any company, and it is said that 
his singing voice is infinitely better than 
most of those shattering the air waves. 

Nasibov doesn’t push himself on any 
one, but can be gregarious when he senses 
that the stage is his. Stroking his chin with 
the butt of his whip. which serves as a 
symbol of position, he ponders questions 
at some length, then gestures wildly to an 
interpreter as he endeavors to make his 
meaning clear. 

Unfortunately, much of his color and 
some of his meaning is lost in translation. 
Interpreters differ when they attempt to

convey his remarks. In the jockeys’ room. 
immediately after the International. he was 
asked for comment. Obviously peeved. he 
was quoted. “This is no horse race, it is 
a football game. I did not come here to 
get killed.” Later at the International 
Village. a similar query evoked compari- 
son with a baseball game. 

Concering Nasibov’s bloodied nose. an 
interpreter stationed by the winner’s circle 
queried him about it as he stepped off the 
scales. His reply was that it was the re- 
sult of colliding with Midnight Sun at 
the start. A later report. relayed from the 
Russian. was that Nasibov’s nose was 
bloodied when he snatched his mount to 
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avoid going down when Pensilvania 
caromed off the rail and into *Vogel. 


It Was Rough—Or Was It? 


Both Nasibov and Flang’s rider, Pavel 
F. Borovoi. were critical of the other 
jockeys. Speaking of the incident at the 
club house turn in which Gustavo Avila 
(Pensilvania) and William Camer (*Vo- 
gel) were unseated, Nasibov said, “The 
Venezuelan horse came over sharply and 
hit the rail when her jockey ‘went to 
sleep. He must have been thinking how 
good it (a victory) would be in his coun- 
try. He was so ‘hopped up’ he wasn’t 
functioning. The jockeys were not awake; 
they spoiled it for the others.” 

Nasibov was of the opinion that Gar- 
nir might have been second if he had 
not been involved in the incident on the 
turn. Garnir broke well, dropped back 
to last, then persevered to finish sixth, 
beaten about 27 lengths. He was sixth 
last year, beaten by a smaller margin. 

Borovoi was less communicative. When 
he did speak, his remarks were confined 
to the jockeys’ pre-race emotional frame 
of mind. They were extremely nervous, 
he thought. and he suggested that in the 
future they be examined by a physician 
to determine their fitness to ride. 

Eddie Arcaro, fourth aboard Green- 
tree’s French-bred *Mi Carina, classified 
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First time past the stands in the International. 


“Tudor Era had a small lead over Bald Eagle and Midnight Sun (partly 


hidden on the rail). In the second flight (reading to the rail) were “Aggressor II, Lea-B., Garnir, and “Up and Coming II. 


the International as “the roughest sonofa- 
gun I’ve ever ridden in. And I’ve been in 
quite a few.” 

Films of the race, however. failed to 
support the roughness charge, or at least 
tended to play down such allegations. 
Outside of Pensilvania’s body block. the 
running was relatively free of trouble. 


The Gate in 1960? 


Considering the handicap under which 
starter Eddie Blind was laboring. the 
break was no worse than fair. The much 
talked-about Newmarket barrier. over 
which Blind had been enthusiastic a few 
days earlier. had to be discarded due to a 
malfunction caused by the frame’s green 


wood fouling the slides. A hunt meet tape 
was substituted. 

There were 2 false starts before Blind 
got the field away in reasonably good 
order. No horse got more than 4 lengths 
the werst of it. if that much. Walter Car- 
roll, handling Lightning for trainer Henry 
S. Clark, was critical of the start at first. 
but later decided that jockey Howard 
Grant had erred in judging it. Carroll 
said that Grant. victorious last year aboard 
*Sailor’s Guide when *Tudor Era was 
disqualified, had thought that the break 
was another false start. 

Eddie Blind. who had a_ nightmarish 
time last year: when 8 attempts to achieve 
alignment were necessary. wasn’t satis- 


~ 


fied with his performance. Confessing to 
nervousness before the start, he says he is 
in favor of using the electric starting gate 
in 1960. He feels he can have foreign 
horses accustomed to the electric gate in 
a week’s time. 

Woody Stephens. trainer of Bald Eagle, 
was another who worried about the start. 
“If he breaks well, I have to think he'll 
be first or second.” said Stephens a few 
days before the race. “He’s an improving 
colt. Every month he gets a little better.” 

In the winner’s circle, Stephens was 
jubilant. “This was one of his greatest 
races. He broke second and he had no 
trouble at all. His time (2:28) was good 

. and that ride!” 


Heading into the stretch. Bald Eagle had taken charge of the International going into the far turn, and when he turned 
into the stretch he had a 5-length lead over Midnight Sun (rail), and *Tudor Era was in third place, *Mi Carina fourth. 
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Bald Eagle had everything pretty much 
his own way. He stalked the pace-setting 
favorite, *Tudor Era, for the first lap, 
then moved to the front with authority 
and was being throttled down in the final 
furlong when no challenge materialized. 

While no match for the winner. the 
French 3-year-old Midnight Sun probably 
ran well enough to win any other Inter- 
national. He was in the first flight from 
the start and had no trouble drawing away 
from the flagging *Tudor Era in the 
home lane. 

*Tudor Era ran well for a mile. His 
jockey, Bill Hartack, had little to say— 
about par for one of his losing perform- 
ances—but he had reason to be curt this 
time. A reporter asked if his mount was 
“short.” Hartack shook his head, didn’t 
try to explain that 4 distance races in a 
little more than 3 weeks were unlikely 
to leave a horse short. 

On October 17 *Tudor Era was third. 
beaten less than 2 lengths. in the 114- 
mile Hawthorne Gold Cup. A week later 
he was at Aqueduct to win the second 
division of the 1%4-mile Man o° War 
Handicap. The following Saturday, the 
English-bred 6-vear-old was third to Sword 
Dancer and Round Table in the 2-mile 
Jockey Club Gold Cup, beaten 814 lengths. 
The International was next. He was tired. 
not short. 


The International isn’t a formful race, 
because form is so difficult to determine. 
No favorite has won it, but it is one of 
the most colorful spectacles in American 
racing. As the Russian jockeys and Eddie 
Blind have suggested. it is a “race of 
butterflies.” 

The new course is much more commo- 
dious, and though a spill marked the first 
International run over it. there were fewer 
contusions than last year. The spill oc- 
curred at the junction where the old por- 
tion of the turf course leaves the new. In- 
spection of the strip revealed no notice- 
able rise or fall as this point, and no 
holes. Brick Martin, who did a masterful 
job in enlarging the main and turf course 
in the few months available to him, had 
taken the precaution of having the few 
bare spots sprayed with a green dye so 
that no spooky horse would try to jump 
them. 


Horses trained over the old (inner) turf 
course. The newer portion, planted this 
year, is lighter in hue because the grass 
is tender, Training over the old portion 
of the strip set the stage for Pensilvania’s 
erratic behavior. Films revealed that, as 
she neared the turn, she swerved abruptly 
as if to follow her morning route, or like 
some horses which have been known to 
follow harrow lines from a chute to the 
main track. The filly’s sudden deviation 
caught Avila off guard and he had no 
chance to straighten his mount before she 
swerved into the rail.

LaurEL. Between the third and fourth 
races at Laurel on November 11. a troika 
was jogged through the stretch. The 
Russian buggy was drawn by 3. white 
Orlov trotters. gifts from Head Red 
Nikita Khrushchev to Cyrus Eaton. of 
Cleveland. 

While this business was going on (as 
part of Laurel’s International Day hoop- 
la), a refugee from Bill Jaeger’s press 
lounge wandered on out to the club house 
terrace. After regarding the exhibition 
with what appeared to be towering ennui. 
he turned away. but not before muttering: 
“Outside horse is coming on.” 

What I mean to say is. it was that 
kind of a day. 

Elsewhere on these pages. Joe Hickey 
has described the green working hunter 
class which substituted for the 
seventh race. but I do have a few notes 
gathered from random. which is a small 
town near Hyattsville. 

The day got off to a jazzy start with a 
214-mile heat for pure-bred Arabian 
horses. In the pre-race publicity. one dil- 
lettante was quoted: “Actually. we con- 
sider it sort of a sprint.” 

While I yield to no one in unfettered 
adoration of the Byerley Turk. I must say 
that I have never considered these Arab 
beasts good for much else than breeding 
to Welsh pony mares. If you’re lucky, you 
may get a nice-looking child’s hunter. 
in shape to defend yourself. 
Harry ?—Ed. | 

Anyway, they sent these bimbos off at 
11:30 a.m. on International Day and such 
professional jocks as Freddy Kratz, Ar- 
thur Chambers. Tony Presti. etc., were 
aloft. At a pace which quite generously 
might be described as leisurely, something 
called Michael (whose last out was a 
galloping win in a 100-mile Florida trail 
ride) staggered home first. The field was 
strung out a quarter of a mile. 

Starter Eddie Blind (whose frustra- 
tions must border on the monumental) 
had to replace the International barrier 
with the elastic tape which has been used 
at the hunt meets for about the last 8 
years. 

This observer, having once brought a 
so-called horse up to it at a hunt meet 
in Virginia, has never been quite willing 
to trade a ham sandwich for the elastic 
tape, for the simple reason that it scares 
the living hell out of many horses. There 
is no way to restrain the field and, on 
top of this, the damned thing flies past

the horses like a whiplash when released. 
It is, in a word, for the birds. If the for- 
eign owners won't go for our starting gate, 
let’s go back to the drum roll. 


You must remember that Eddie Blind 
started 6 consecutive International fields 
without a fracas, and these were from a 
flag. This year’s start was better than 
last year’s — but not much better. 


Bald Eagle, something of an overlay at 
$9.20. embarked freely and walked his 
heat without excessive travail (a devas- 
tating phrase I’ve waited years to use). 
*Tudor Era showed the effects of his 
blistering mile-and-a-half pace in the 2- 
mile Jockey Club Gold Cup 10 days be- 
fore. Midnight Sun was well positioned 
throughout, although his rider, Jacques 
Fabre, ran into a_ blind switch on the 
back side and couldn’t come on again. 
(If you have an extra $200,000 lying 
around. he’s for sale, by the way.) On 
paper, *Mi Carina was an_ appealing 
choice. getting 7 pounds and Arcaro, but 
the dope beforehand was that she had 
shipped poorly, and she showed it. The 
rest, nowhere. 

Russia’s Garnir, vastly improved in ap- 
pearance, was again ridden by Nikolai 
Nasibov. hottest jock in all Joyland. Gar- 
nir bounced away in good fashion and 
appeared formidable until Fabre came 
over on him with Midnight Sun. Nasibov 
snatched up so sharply that Garnir threw 
hack his head and belted Nikolai in the 


face. giving the rider a raw cheekbone. 


Nasibov had quite a bit to say in the 
jock’s room. He denounced the I[nterna- 
tional as not a race but “futball.”” Nasi- 
bov, a tallish Georgian who is a “master 
jockey” in Russia and also rides in stee- 
plechases, impresses one as an intelligent, 
thinking rider, who, properly mounted, 
probably could hold his own with any 
in the world. He has good hands and a 
solid seat. 

After the International, the Russian 
management of Garnir and Flang was 
encountered near the Laurel paddock. 
Fetchingly attired in floppy fedoras and 
Sears-Roebuck overcoats, the Russians 
appeared serious, but not grim. Yevgeni 
Dolmatoy, the old cavalryman who directs 
Scviet racing and breeding, shrugged and 
allowed as how Garnir simply had been 
victimized by the breaks of the game. 

The Soviets impress one as real 
sportsmen who are more than willing to 
meet International competition. 
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International finish. Bald Eagle won by 2'2 lengths from *Midnight S 


a section of the new goose-neck aluminum 
rail.

Bald Eagle easily “outlooked” the 
other members of his field. He ran with 
a small cross and St. Christopher’s medal 
on his shadow roll, taped there by Dru- 
scilla Dosher, wife of former jockey Eu-

gene Dosher. Mrs. Dosher termed Bald 
Eagle’s victory a “triumph of Christianity 
over atheism.” When she sought to recover 
the religious articles, she was told by one 
of the horse’s handlers, “Sorry, ma’m, but 
we've got more races for this horse. We 
need them.” 

The Russian horses. on the small side. 
were well mannered. No nose chain was

required to control them around the barn. 
The Reds would be happy to come back 
next year with Gabardine, a 2-year-old 
regarded as a champion of champions.

Lightning 
may be seen in action at Pimlico, though 
some doubt the wisdom of this projected 
venture. ...

After the 
Panamanian rider made a show of his 
rivals, they were the happiest foreigners 
on the grounds.

NEW YORK 
Rally Round the Parlors 


No sooner had Democratic legislative 
leaders indicated that they would try to 
gain legislative approval of a referendum 
on off-track betting for New York City 
(The Blood-Horse, November 14, page 
1170) then Mayor Robert Wagner leaped 
in support of the proposal. 

He announced that he had dismissed 3 
dissenters, John A. Morris. William C. 
Langley. and Samuel Leidesdorf, from the 
Mayor’s Committee on Off-Track Betting; 
had replaced them with 2 others, Robert 
H. Schaffer and Arnold Grant, who looked 
upon the issue in a more favorable way: 
and had renamed the organization the 
Mayor’s Committee for Off-Track Betting. 

Morris and Leidesdorf constituted the 
minority last winter when the committee. 
ostensibly after studying the issue, voted 
6 to 2 in favor of state-wide legislation. 
Langley was ill at the time and did not 
vote. though it was understood he did not

Chapter 4: W. C. Whitney 


Buying Into Racing 


William Collins Whitney was interested 
in horses from early manhood—he kept 
a crack team of driving horses in New 
York City and for a number of years he 
owned trotting mares—but the degree to 
which he threw himself into Thorough- 
bred racing from 1898-1904 apparently 
was due more to his need of escape from 
heavy cares than to a long-standing plan 
to take an active role in the sport. 

As noted previously, Flora Payne Whit- 
ney died in February, 1893. About 314 
years later, on September 29, 1896, Whit- 
ney remarried, taking as his wife Mrs. 
Edith S. Randolph, widow of a British 
army captain, Arthur Randolph. The 
marriage aroused the wrath of his former 
brother-in-law, Oliver Payne. 

Payne and Whitney had been class- 
mates at Yale ‘and friends for many 
years, and Oliver had introduced his sis- 
ter to Whitney. A bachelor, Oliver Payne 
had remained close to his sister after her 
marriage, and once for a period of several 
years he had lived with the Whitneys in 
New York City. He regarded -Whitney’s 
second marriage as an insult to his sister 
and to her family. He vowed never to 
speak to Whitney again. and he urged 
Whitney’s children to denounce _ their 
father publicly. He also warned them that 
those who did not reject their father 
would be eliminated from the Payne 
estate. Since Payne owned one of the 
largest individual blocks of Standard Oil 
and the 4 Whitney children were his 
closest relatives, it was a considerable dis- 
inheritance. Whitney had prospered in 
business, but his fortune was dwarfed by 
that of his brother-in-law. 

Payne and Pauline Whitney had almost 
no association with their father for the 
remainder of his life. but Harry Payne 
and Dorothy Whitney remained loyal to 
him, and as a consequence were dropped 
from Oliver Payne’s will. 

On February 21, 1898, Mrs. Whitney 
fell while riding at the Whitney estate 
at Aiken, S. C.. and for many weeks her 
condition was critical, She finally regain- 
ed sufficient strength to be moved to the 
Whitney home in New York City. where 
she was bedridden until her death on May 
7. 1899. 

In addition to his personal tragedies. 
Whitney found the last years of the cen- 
tury a discouraging period in_ politics. 
always one of his primary interests. He 
hed done as much as anyone else to re- 
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build the Democratic party in the 1880's 
and early 1890's. primarily through his 
efforts to keep his close friend Grover 
Cleveland as the party spokesman. At 
the 1896 convention Cleveland’s sound- 
money policies were overthrown by Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan and his associates. 
and Whitney’s role in national polities 
was ended. 


Whitney found himself with more 
leisure than he had enjoyed in many 
years. and a good portion of this time. 
beginning in 1898, was devoted to the 
Turf. After his retirement from the Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company in Feb- 
ruary, 1902, racing became his principal 
avocation. 

The first good horse owned by W. C. 
Whitney was Jean Beraud. 1896. by His 
Highness—Carrie C., by Sensation, bred 
by David Gideon and John Daly. Racing 
for Daly. Jean Beraud was second in a 
maiden race in his first start at 2, then 
won the National Stallion, Eclipse. Hud- 
son. and Great American Stakes before 
being sold privately for $30.000 to Sydney 
Paget, Whitney's son-in-law. During 1898 
and 1899 all of Whitney’s horses raced in 
the colors of Paget. who also had horses 
of his own. 


Ballyhoo Bey, by Kingston, was bough

The fact that Whitney had hired Sam 
Hildreth to train for him became gener- 
ally known in the summer of 1898, but 
the business tycoon still was not ready 
to use his own name. He told reporter 
Robert W. Woolley, “I can’t do that be- 
cause | am too much of an amateur. I 
love horses and like to see them race, but 
I don’t know much about them yet. Syd 
here is the experienced man, and_ the 
stable is in his name.” 

Jean Beraud reeled off 3 more victories 
after joining the Paget stable, winning 
the Tremont. Great Trial, and Double 
Event Stakes before going unplaced in the 
Flatbush and Junior Champion Stakes. 

The same year Whitney had the steeple- 
chaser Shillalah. which won the New 
York. International, Greater New York, 
and October Steeplechase Handicaps, and 
the good fillies Miss Miriam and Buela. 
Miss Miriam. 1895, by Iroquois—Tulla- 
homa. by *Great Tom, won the Fall Handi- 
cap at Sheepshead Bay, beating the older 
horses Typhoon If and Don de Oro and 
10 others. and placed in several other 
handicaps against older horses. Buela, 


1894, by Bramble—Lou Dudley, by Him-

*Tuder Era, which lost last year’s Washington. 
D. C., International on a disqualification, was a 
7-to-2 favorite for the 1960 renewal. Second choice 
at 18 to 5 was Harry F. Guggenheim’s Bald Eagle. 

Starter Eddie Blind managed the confusion at 
the tape with more fortunate results than last year, 
and *Tudor Era, as expected, took an early lead. 
Bald Eagle, after running in second position for 
a mile. forged ahead approaching the far turn. 
and won by 2% lengths over *Midnight Sun. 

The race was marred by an accident on the 
club house turn, where Pensilvania II] cut shortly in 
front of *Vogel and was struck from the rear, the 
collision unseating both jockeys. 

Bald Eagle, foaled at Claiborne Farm, Paris. Ky.. 
was sent to England in 1957, and in his only 
start there at 2 he won the Duke of Edinburgh 
Stakes. Last year he won the Craven and Dante 
Stakes and finished third in the St. James's Palace 
Stakes before he was returned to this country. This 
season he had won the Suburban and Saratoga 
Handicaps, and finished second in the Aqueduct 
and Manhattan Handicaps, third in the Massa- 
chusetts Handicap. 

Siama, also the dam of One Fyed King, won 
the Jasmine, Acorn, and Princess Doreen Stakes. 
Monmouth Oaks, and Comely Handicap. She has 
a weanling colt by *Turn-to and is in foal to 
Swaps. *Nasrullah, which stood at Claiborne Farm 
until his death in May, 1959, is the sire of 8 
other stakes winners this year.

favor the proposal. (The Blood-Horse, 
February 21, page 436.) 

Mayor Wagner said his office would 
wage an “aggressive” campaign for city- 
controlled handbooks. He told newsmen 
attending a city hall press conference last 
week that he already had surveyed 300 
police chiefs attending an international 
convention in New York in September and 
that 67.9 per cent of the officers favored 
legalized off-track betting parlors. 

The mayor said police chiefs had been 
asked 6 questions: 

1. Do ordinary, law-abiding citizens 
attach criminal or moral significance to 
off-track betting? Yes. 36.5 per cent; no, 
63.5 per cent. 

2. If off-track betting was legalized, 
what manpower saving would be realized 
by relieving policemen for other duties? 
49.2 per cent of the chiefs said 5 per 
cent. and the others made higher esti- 
mates. 

3. Would the “corruption-hazard” be re- 
duced in police departments? 55.4 per 
cent said slightly, 28 per cent said con- 
siderably, and 16.6 per cent said greatly. 

4. Did enforcement of laws against off- 
track betting put the police department 
“in the position of oppressing public 
sympathy and thereby decreasing the 
public respect and co-operation?” 53.6 
per cent said yes. 

5. Would the community’s “Iaw-mind- 
edness” be increased or decreased by the 
legalization of off-track facilities? 68.2 
per cent said it would be increased. 

6. “Are you in favor of legalization of 
off-track betting?” Yes. 67.9 per cent; 
no, 32.1 per cent. 

Robert W. Dowling, a member of the 
committee for off-track betting, told news- 
men. “When the public is better aware of 
the whole situation regarding off-track 
and on-track betting, they will be urging 
their legislators to act favorably.” 

On Monday. November 16. bills permit- 
ting New York City to hold a referendum 
on off-track betting were introduced in 
the Assembly by Anthony J. Travia and 
Sen. Joseph Zaretzki.

SOUTH CAROLINA 
Debate at Columbia 


CoLtumsia. Whether the mile training 
track at the old South Carolina State 
Fairgrounds here will continue in opera- 
tion after this year is a matter of consid- 
erable debate in Columbia. 

It seems certain, however, that Columbia 
will have Thoroughbred training facilities, 
whether or not the fairgrounds track is 
eliminated to make way for a proposed 
civic center that will include an audi- 
torium and coliseum. 

The issue of the moment involves the 
acquisition by the City ot Columbia of 
property belonging to the Fair Associa- 
tion. This is necessary before the city can 
arrange financing for its Civic Center. 

The city government. headed by Mayor 


Lester Bates. asked the Fair to deed the 
property to the city. In return, the city 
would improve the Fair’s facilities and 
give it exclusive use of the property for 4 
weeks each year. 

Since the auditorium coliseum 
would be built on that portion of the 
property now occupied by the track and 
its adjoining stables. the city promised to 
construct an entirely new mile training 
track on property it now owns some 2 
miles beyond the present track. which has 
served as winter training quarters for 
Thoroughbreds for over 3 decades. 

The committee working on the matter 
in behalf of the Fair Association is headed 
by vice president Frank Hampton. a Co- 
lumbia breeder and = sportsman whose 
horses are trained by Max Hirsch. 

Hampton’s committee recommended ap- 
proval of the transfer plan to the Fair 
Association at its annual meeting here re- 
cently. A number of members were vio- 
lently opposed to the transfer. however. 
and the final decision was put off until 
January. 

Dr. F. Porter Caughman Jr... co-owner 
(with Mrs. Tad Legere) of the Columbia 
Training Stables, which leases the track 
from the Fair Association, apparently is 
unconcerned over the proposed move. 

“T have been assured that another top- 
notch mile track will be built.” Caugh- 


man said. “New fire-proof barns and new 
living quarters for the help will be built. 
City water will be available and a rail- 
road siding can easily be built right up 
to the new track. 

“A contract for a new 4-lane highway 
to the site has already been let. If the soil 
proves to be less satisfactory for training 
purposes than that at the fairgrounds, the 
city promises to move the present track 
surface to the new track in a fleet of dump 
trucks.” 

Columbia now has facilities for just 
over 200 horses.

ENCYCLOPAEDIA FOR HORSEMEN, 
compiled by R. S. Summerhays. Fred- 
erick Warne and Company, London and 
New York. 85. 


This is a revised and enlarged edition 
of Summerhays’ Encyclopaedia first pub- 
lished in 1952. There are 341 numbered 
pages. with numerous illustrations. Con- 
tent ranges from short definitions of terms 
to discussion and advice. and covers “the 
whole field of the horse world.” 

There is no American counterpart for 
this excellent work. The few scholars who 
have studied American racing argot have 
covered a much narrower field: if they 
defined “on the Bill Daly” and “Dutch 
book.” they were not concerned with de- 
fining “browband” or “lymphangitis.” 

Some American terms are included. but 
in the main the usage is English. An 
American groom probably would not 
recognize a body brush as a dandy-brush 
or whisk. not many U. S. horse-players 
would know that “dead meat” was a stiff, 
and a breeder might be confused momen- 
tarily by the English use of “good nick” 
to indicate good condition.

The Case of 37 Days 


A Fayette (Ky.) Circuit Court jury last 
week decided against J. Edward Mitchell. 
Anchorage. Ky.. who had brought a 
$6.500 damage suit against J. C. Metz, of 
Lexington. in connection with the 1957 
sale of the Thoroughbred mare Lucky 
Shamrock. 

Mitchell sold Lucky Shamrock at auc- 
tion at Keeneland on October 30. 1957, 
to Metz for $16.500. The next day Metz 
rejected the mare because an error in the 
catalogue had listed her last date of 
service as March 15. whereas the last 
service had been April 21. 

Testimony revealed that Mitchell later 
had sold her privately to John H. Clark. 
Lexington, for $10.000. The suit asked the 
$6.500 difference in the 2 prices. 

Much of the testimony was concerned 
with the importance of the 37-day span 
in service dates. and several central Ken- 
tucky horsemen corroborated Metz’s view 
that the discrepancy made a material dif- 
ference in the value of the animal. 

Metz said that Mitchell at the time 
had not objected to the return of the mare. 

Judge Chester D. Adams instructed the 
jury that Metz was entitled to a judgment 
if Mitchell had “voluntarily and without 


protest” accepted Metz’s rejection of the 
animal. The jury deliberated about 15 
minutes before deciding in favor of Metz. 


Idun to Swaps 


Mrs. Josephine Bay Paul last week 
announced that she had retired Idun and 
booked her to Swaps in 1960. 

Idun, 4-year-old filly by *Royal Charger 
——Tige O’Myheart, by Bull Lea, was bred 
by Leslie Combs If and John W. Hanes 
and sold to Mrs. Paul at the 1956 Keene- 
land summer sales for $63.000, a record 
for a yearling filly sold at auction. 

Idun won 8 races in an undefeated 2- 
year-old season, including the Matron, 
Gardenia, and Frizette Stakes. and earned 
$220.995. a record for 2-year-old fillies. 
She was the top-weighted filly of the 
Experimental Free Handicap with 120 
pounds. 

As a 3-year-old Idun won 5 of her 10 
races. including the Mother Goose Stakes 
and Gazelle Handicap, and was second in 
the Delaware Oaks, third against colts in 
the Roamer Handicap. In the year-end 
Blood-Horse Handicap for 3-year-olds she 
was given 116 pounds. again the top 
weight for her sex. 

This year Idun won the Columbiana. 
Colonial, Liberty Belle, and Maskette 
Handicaps. finished second in the Regret. 
Beldame. and Interborough Handicaps, 


and third in the Distaff and Vagrancy 
Handicaps. She retired with 17 victories 
and 8 placings from 30 races and with 
total earnings of $392,490.

Beraud won the Withers and Belmont 
Stakes in his first 2 starts. then was out 
for the remainder of the year with leg 
trouble. The 3-year-old filly Admiration. 
one of the first of many purchases Whit- 


ney made from John E. Madden, won 6 of 
8 starts. including the First Special at 
Brooklyn. in which she beat the good colt 
Ethelbert. and a match race with May 
Hempstead. best 3-year-old filly in the 
West. 

In 1900 Whitney began to race under 
his own name. and his stable earned 
$92.545. a large sum for the time but rel- 
atively small in comparison with the in- 
vestment. Whitney had bought heavily in 
yearlings and racing stock late in 1899, 
end he began the 1900 season with 55 
horses, split into 3 > divisions. Hildreth 
had 34. Tommy Welsh had 15, and P. 
Winner had 6. Twenty-eight horses never 
made it to the post. and 6 others were 
sold before they raced. Eleven of the 
others won. placed. and 7 were un- 
placed. Happily for Whitney, 6 of the 11 
winners were of stakes class, and after 
the purchase of the good 3-year-old colt 
Kilmarnock from Madden. he had at 
least one high-class performer in each 
zge division. 

Best of the 2-year-olds was Ballyhoo 
Bey. a colt by Kingston—Ballyhoo, by 
Duke of Magenta. which Hildreth had 
purchased as a_ yearling for $12,000. 
Ballyhoo Bey ran only once under Hil- 
dreth’s tutelage. finishing third in a maid- 
en race on May 22. The colt came out 
of this race with a fever and had to be 
taken out of training temporarily.

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weeks later Whitney and Hildreth parted 
company. and John Rogers took over the 
stable’s main division. 

Hildreth always said he was dismissed 
because of Ballyhoo Bey’s fever. Years 
later he wrote. “Some people seized upon 
it as a chance to hammer me with Mr. 
Whitney. They told him I didn’t know how 
to feed the horses. and that Ballyhoo 
Bey’s trouble had been caused by that. 
I know to this day who it was that did 
the knocking, but it’s not bothering me.” 

A. J. Joyner reported a different rea- 
son for the dismissal: “In the spring at 
Morris Park. Hildreth. in a fit of rage. 
attacked John E. Madden. who easily 
mastered him, and as a result of the alter- 
cation Hildreth lost his position with Mr. 
Whitney.” 

After a 3-month lay-off Ballyhoo Bey 
returned to the races in the Futurity 
Stakes at Sheepshead Bay on August 25. 
Coupled with him as an entry was the 
good colt Elkhorn (Belvidere—Elkhorn 
Lass), which had won the second half of 
the Double Event and had finished third 
to Commando and The Parader in the 
Great Trial Stakes in his last 2. starts. 
Neither of the Whitney colts. however. 
was given much of a chance against James 
R. Keene’s powerful entry of Olympian. 
Tommy Atkins. and Cap and Bells. Com- 
mando, best of Keene’s colts and best of 
his crop, was not eligible for the Futurity. 


Sam HILpReTH 


Riding Ballyhoo Bey was Tod Sloan. 
who had returned from England a_ few 
days before at Whitney’s request. Sloan 
never was popular with his fellow riders. 
and Winnie O'Connor. Milton Henry. and 
Harry Spencer. who rode Tommy Atkins. 
Olympian. and Cap and Bells. planned 
a rude homecoming for the cocky little 
man from Indiana. They agreed that 


Ballyhoo Bey could be boxed in on the 
rail by placing a Keene runner in front 
of him, alongside of him, and slightly to 
the rear of him. The plot succeeded for 
about a_ half-mile. but then Cap and 
Bells began to tire. O’Connor shouted to 
Henry. “Hold him in. and [ll go on and 
win.” Henry disregarded the advice, and 
began to drive Olympian. The hole was 
open. and Sloan quickly drove Ballyhoo 
Bey to the front. In the last furlong the 
Whitney colt drew out to score by 115 
lengths. 

The Futurity was particularly pleasing 
to Whitney because it was a victory over 
Keene. one of his rivals in the business 
world. 

There were several accounts published 
of Sloane’s reward for this victory. The 
fee once was reported as high as $25,000. 
In his autobiography Sloane said Whitney 
met him several weeks after the race and 
remarked that he had not paid him for 
his Futurity triumph. except for a $5,000 
advance on traveling expenses. Whitney 
said. “I'll give you everything I have in 
my pockets.” and then pulled out a large 
roll of bills. amounting to $9,000. After 
a moment's thought. Whitney reached into 
his vest pocket and handed Sloane his 
gold watch, remarking “Now you have 
everything I have.” 

Ballyhoo Bey proved his Futurity vic- 
tory was no fluke by coming back a week

later to beat Tommy Atkins in the Flat- 
bush Stakes. In the Futurity. Ballyhoo 
Bey had received a 21]-pound concession 
from the Keene colt. but in the Flatbush 
he gave 5 pounds and survived a sharp 
bumping at the eighth-pole. 

Whitney owned 2 other good 2-year-olds. 
Prince Charles. a colt by *Loyalist out 
of Yorkville Belle, one of the best race 
mares of her time. won the Hudson and 
Great American Stakes early in the year. 
then was sidelined by injuries. Holstein. 
a Hanover colt. beat Olympian in the June 
Stakes. 

Kilmarnock (Sir Dixon—Miss Used) 
won the Withers in his second start. easily 
beating Mesmerist and David Garrick, then 
finished second to Keene’s Petruchio in 
the Brooklyn Derby. 

Most durable animal in the Whitney 
barn in 1900 was the 3-year-old filly 
Killashandra (*Goldfinch—Connemara ). 
which won 3 races, including the Septem- 
ber Stakes at Sheepshead Bay. beating 
Advance Guard and James. She also fin- 
ished second to Iroquois Belle in the 
Hendrie Stakes and to Lady Massey in 
the Dolphin Stakes and third to the 4- 
year-olds Ethelbert and Jack Point in the 
Twin City Handicap. beaten a head in a 
3-horse finish. 

Whitney began the year 1901 with 50 
horses. The stable had been assembled 
with the goal of winning the big races. 
and the owner had paid handsome prices. 
However, as in 1900, the attrition rate was 
high. Only 18 of the 50 got to the races. 
and only 4 of these were first-rate perform- 
ers—Goldsmith. King Hanover. Morning- 
side. and Star Bright. 
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Best of these by far was the 2-year-old 
colt Goldsmith, by *Meddler out of the 
excellent race mare Kildeer. by *Darebin. 
Goldsmith had difficulty getting into the 
winner's circle for the first time. In his 
4 starts he was third in a maiden race. 
third in the Great Trial Stakes. second in 
the Brighton Junior Stakes. and third in 
the Foxhall Stakes. but in the late sum- 
mer and early fall he ranked with the best 
of his generation. At Saratoga he won the 
Flash Stakes and the Saratoga Special and 
was beaten a nose by his stablemate King 
Hanover in the Grand Union Hotel Stakes. 
Returned to Long Island. he was second 
to his stablemate Nasturtium in the Flat- 
bush Stakes and won the Junior “Cham- 
pion Stakes, trouncing King Hanover and 
Blue Girl. His earnings for the year were 
$37.900. 

King Hanover, a 2-year-old colt by Han- 
over—Lady Agnes, won the Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes and the Nursery Handicap. 
Morningside. a 3-year-old filly by *Med- 
dler—Sunnyside, took the Alabama Stakes 
and Hunter Handicap, and Star Bright. a 
4-year-old colt by *Aintree—Spaldiemore. 
won the Advance Stakes from Ethelbert. 
None of these was consistent enough to 
rank at the top of his division. but each 
was a good runner. 


Four stakes winners in one season would 
have contented most owners, but they were 
not enough for Whitney, who set upon a 
campaign to buy every leading 2-year-old 
in the country. He was successful to a 
high degree. and by the end of the year 
the stable included Yankee, Eudurance by 
Right. Blue Girl. Nasturtium, and Gunfire. 
in addition to Goldsmith. This quintet 


cost Whitney at least $150.000, since each 
was purchased after class had been estab- 
lished, and they earned only $34,805 for 
their new owner. The following year they 
earned even less. 

Yankee. Blue Girl. and Gunfire were 
purchased from Madden. who had reaped 
a handsome return in earnings from each 
before selling them. Yankee (Hanover— 
Correction. by Himyar) had opened his 
campaign with 3. straight victories, cli- 
maxed by the Futurity. worth $38.030. 
Madden then sold the colt to Whitney, 
for whom he finished second in the Ma- 
tron and Champagne Stakes. earning 
$2.500. 

Blue Girl. by Sir Damion out of Bonnie 
Blue II, had run 7 times for Madden and 
never was worse than second, winning the 
Juvenile. Eclipse. Great American, and 
Great Trial Stakes and finishing second 
in the Criterion and Tremont Stakes and 
the Saratoga Special. She provided a nice 
return for Whitney also, taking the Great 
Filly Stakes. on the disqualification of 
Leonora Loring. The Great Filly, worth 
$23.975. raised Blue Girl’s earnings to 
$64.105. highest of the year in the U. S. 

Gunfire (Hastings—*Royal Gun) had 
been third in the Fashion Stakes in her 
first start and had won the Venus Stakes 
before her transfer to the Whitney stable. 
She earned $105 the remainder of the year. 


Endurance by Right. by Inspector B.— 
*Early Morn, by Silvester, was one of the 
best 2-year-old fillies the American Turf 
had seen. She ran 18 times and lost only 
twice. to colts. She beat males in most of 
her races and took the Great Eastern 
Handicap under 126 pounds. Her first 17 
starts were for J. F. Schorr, who sold her 
to Whitney in October. In her only start 
in Whitney’s colors she won the Cham- 
pagne Stakes, beating Yankee and Caugh- 
nawaga. 

Nasturtium (*Watercress—Margerique. 
by *Order) began his career in the stable 
of A. L. Aste. for whom he finished sec- 
ond in the Great American Stakes and 
won the first half of the Double Event by 
6 lengths “in a common canter.” Whitney 
bought him for $40,000. which seemed a 
reasonable price in view of the fact that 
the Futurity was still to be run. Nastur- 
tium was left at the post in the Futurity. 
and Yankee galloped to victory. A few 
weeks later, in his last start of the year. 
Nasturtium scored easily over Goldsmith 
and Endurance by Right in the Flatbush 
Stakes. This victory restored his prestige. 
but first money in the Flatbush was less 
than 10 per cent of the Futurity prize. 

Whitney led the country’s owners in 
1901 with earnings of $108,440, barely 
nudging out Madden. But this sum did 
not come within $200.000 of the money 
he spent upon racing and breeding stock 
purchases and the maintenance of his 
stable. 
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In 1901 Whitney also began to operate 
a large stable in England, and he won 
more races there than in America. His 
greatest success was scored by Volody- 
ovski, a 3-year-old colt by Florizel I— 
La Reine which he had leased from Lady 
Meux. Volodyovski won the Derby. beatiag 
the Duke of Portland’s William the Third. 
and finished second to William the Third 
in the Hurst Park Lennox Stakes and 
second to Doricles in the St. Leger. 

Several of Whitney's American-breds 
scored notable victories abroad. The 4- 
year-old Kilmarnock won the Alexandra 
Plate at Ascot and the Prix du Conseil 
Municipal at Longchamps. finished sec- 
ond to Santoi in the Ascot Gold Cup and 
third in the Manchester Cup and Prince 
Edward Handicap. Elizabeth M., a 3-year- 
old filly by *Watercress—Hana. won the 
King’s Stand and Fern Hill Stakes. both 
at Ascot. Water Shed. a 3-year-old colt 
by *Watercress—Parthenia. took the 
Cambridgeshire and the Trial Stakes. 
Grave and Gay, a 2-year-old filly by 
Henry of Navarre—Mt. Vernon. won the 
Windsor Castle Stakes at Ascot and the 
August Two-Year-Old Stakes at Hurst 
Park. finished second in the Rous Plate. 
and third in the Coventry and Gimcrack 
Stakes. An unnamed filly by Henry of 
Navarre—Shibboleth took the Great King- 
ston Stakes at Sandown. There were 8 
other winners in what probably was the 
best-rounded stable ever raced in England 
by an American. 

Whitney had contact with the Turf in 
England before he began racing there. 
George Lambton recalled, in Men and 
Horses 1 have Known: 


One August meeting at York, [I was in a vein of 
bad luck, my horses being continually second. Mr. 
Gerald Paget [father of Sidney Paget. who married 
Pauline Whitney] came to me after one of these 
reverses and said, “Are you fond of your colours?” 
They were Eton blue with a brown cap. “No,” I 
replied, “I hate the sight of them.” He then asked 
me if I would take £100 for them. “Give me the 
money,” I answered, “and they are yours.” The 
deal was completed at once, and then I learned 
that it was Mr. Whitney who wanted my colours. 
and as long as he lived his horses carried them. 


After Whitney's death. Lambton got 
his colors back in England. but the Eton 
blue and brown have remained Whitney 
colors in America ever since, currently 
being flown by the horses of C. V. Whit- 
ney. 

The year 1902 was not a bright one for 
the Whitney Stable either in America or 
in England. The American stable went 
into winter quarters in 1901 with 7 of 
the year’s 10 best 2-year-olds—Nasturtium. 
Endurance by Right. Goldsmith. Blue 
Girl, King Hanover, Yankee. and Gun- 
fire. The following year Nasturtium, sent 
to England. became a roarer. Endurance 
by Right never started, Yankee raced only 
once. Blue Girl won the Ladies and Ga- 
zelle Stakes in her first 2 starts, then 
broke down. Goldsmith did not win. Gun- 
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Whitney won more races in England in 1901 than he did in America, where he 
was leading owner. One of his best abroad was Volodyovski, which won the 
Derby and was second in the St. Leger and in the Hurst Park Lennox Stakes. 


fire showed fine form. winning 6 of 9 
races. including the Mermaid Stakes and 
Twin City Handicap. King Hanover took 
the Carlton Stakes and finished third in 
the Belmont and Withers Stakes and the 
Brooklyn Derby. Among the older horses 
Morningside. which beat Advance Guard 
in the Brooksdale Handicap, was the only 
stakes winner. 

One Turf writer suggested that the rel- 
atively poor showing was attributable to 
a new training center which Whitney had 
constructed on Long Island. In an effort 
to keep his horses comfortable in winter. 
Whitney had steam heat installed in the 
training barn. Frank Thorp. writing in 
Illustrated Sporting News, said, “Catarrhal 
fever. a disease which always leaves a 
mark. broke out during the winter. and 
few of the horses escaped.” 

The Whitney horses in England were 
not subject to steam heat. but thev also 
had a much poorer year than in 1901. The 
stable had 10 winners. only 5 less than the 
previous year. but they won only 12 races. 
as contrasted with 39 in 1901. The only 
performers of any note were the 3-vear- 
old filly *Ballantrae. by Ayrshire—Abey- 
ance. which won the Cambridgeshire. giv- 
ing Whitney 2 straight victories in this 
handicap: Game Chick. which won the 
September Stakes at Sandown: and Spec- 
trum. which scored in the Select Stakes at 
Newmarket. 


By this time Whitney home-breds were 
coming to the races in large numbers. and 
in 1903 most of the good runners in the 
stable were from La Belle Farm, Lexing- 
ton. which he had leased in 1900 to give 


him a base in central Kentucky. John 
Hogan, former manager of Stony Brook 
Farm in New York. managed La Belle. 
and he said that the farm was leased, in- 
stead of purchased, because Whitney in- 
tended to move his stud to New Jersey 
or Long Island when he found a suitable 
site. 

Whitney’s first stallion was the English- 
bred *Meddler. which he bought for 
$49.000 at the dispersal of W. H. Forbes’ 
Neponset Stud. *Meddler, unbeaten in 3 
starts at 2 in England, had been acquired 
by Forbes at public auction after the 
death of G. A. Baird, his breeder and 
owner. He proved a success, if not a sen- 
sation, in the stud, his get including Gold- 
smith, Colonial Girl, Morningside, etc. 

Whitney next acquired the good racer 
Hamburg. 1895. by Hanover—Lady Reel, 
by Fellowcraft. Hamburg had won 16 ot 
21 starts at 2 and 3. the only years he 
raced. his victories including the Great 
Trial. Double Event, Flash. Congress Hall. 
Prospect. Spring Special, Swift, and Real- 
ization Stakes and the Great Eastern 
Handicap (under 135 pounds) and Brigh- 
ton Cup. At the Marcus Daly dispersal in 
1901 Whitney purchased him for $60.000. 

The Whitney stallions did not have to 
depend on outside mares. From 1899 to 
1902 Whitney bought broodmares at about 
the same pace he acquired racing stock. 
ending up with 81 mares at La Belle. In 
May, 1903, he had a catalogue of his 
breeding stock printed for some of his 
friends, and it remains the most elaborate 
Thoroughbred catalogue ever compiled in 
the U. S. Each stallion and mare had a

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7-cross pedigree, a detailed description of 
the race record. and racing and produce 
records as far back as the 11th dam. On 
714-by-1014 sheets. it required 594 pages 
to list all the breeding stock. 

In the introduction, Whitney stated that 
the best race mares made the best brood- 
mares. He was the only major breeder of 
his time to follow the dictate. He wrote: 


Count Lehndorff, in his admirable little book 
of Recollections, called attention in 1883 to the 
desirability of breeding only from race mares if 
one wished to minimize the elements of uncer- 
tainty and increase the chances of success. He 
defined himself as meaning mares that had shown 
individual excellence and soundness enough to 
have gone through the strain of training and _sur- 
vived so as to have raced in some class. He made 
what has always seemed to me an unanswerable 
demonstration of his theory when he showed that 
of the dams of the winners of the Two Thousand 
Guineas, the Derby, Oaks, and St. Leger for 20 
years--1860 to 1879, both inclusive—87 per cent 
were mares with racing records. Investigations | 
have made as to other periods for the same races 
corroborated the theory to my satisfaction, and I 
therefore sought to know, as to my stud, what the 
racing record was, not only of its individual mem- 
bers, but of their families. Hence this volume. 
intended orginally for my own greater convenience. 

As these records grew upon my hands I saw 
that they contained valuable historical matter likely 
to be interesting and useful to others. They show, 
among other things, a complete record of some of 
the great American racing families not heretofore 
compiled, and so I have printed them for private 
circulation among my friends. 

Of the 81 mares in this stud only 12 are without 
racing records: 64 of the mares ran in 2,482 races, 
won over 25 per cent of them, and were placed in 
36 per cent of the remainder. 

It does not necessarily follow that these animals 
will be successes in the stud, as many things may 
prevent that: but from such mares, under favorable 
conditions, great successes come. 


Whitney's mares actually were better 
than his introduction indicated. Of the 81. 
32 were stakes winners. 27 others were 
winners. 4 had placed. and 6 had been un- 
placed. The percentage of stakes winners 
(39.5) never has been matched on studs 
of similar size. The 59 winners earned a 
total of $631.663. an average of better than 
$10.000 each. 

The produce of these mares gave Whit- 
ney a strong, well balanced stable in 1903. 
his last year in racing.

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MEREWORTH TOBACCO 
Now Going to Market 


Mereworth Farm, widely known for its thoroughbred 
horses and Hereford cattle, also is one of the world’s 
largest growers of burley tobacco. In fact, we have 
been advised that Mereworth produces more burley 
under one management (no tenant sharing) than any 
other farm in the world. 


This year’s crop now is moving to market for sales 
opening at Lexington November 23. This year’s crop 
is expected to total approximately 265,000 pounds 
grown on Mereworth’s allotment of approximately 130 
acres. Although this may appear, at first glance, a 
large allotment, the fact is that Mereworth’s allotment 
is only 3% of its 4,200 acres, while the average allot- 
meni in Central Kentucky is about 4% of acreage. 
Before allotments were reduced, Mereworih’s was 175 
acres. 


In the picture above, the scene is tobacco-cutting time. 
In the background is one of the curing barns, a struc- 
ture 280 feet long and 52 feet wide which houses 20 
acres of tobacco. Tobacco is a year-around job at 
Mereworth. By the time the 1959 crop is sold, prepara- 
tion of seed beds for the 1960 crop will begin. Where 
tests indicate the land needs it, manure from Mere-

worth’s horses and cattle is placed on tobacco acreage. 
Once the plants are set in the fields, dry weather may 
hinder growth, as in 1959 when there was a lack of 
rain early in the season. When such conditions arise, 
Mereworth puis into operation one of the largest irriga- 
tion systems east of tke Mississippi river to keep its 
tobacco growing. 


In late summer, cutting tobacco gets under way and 
the large barns are filled. Here, you will find an auto- 
matic, gas-fired curing system with humidity control. 
Mereworth was one of the first to employ this system 
which provides more uniform curing than others. After 
the leaf is cured in the barns, stripping the tobacco 
preparatory to marketing begins in the big stripping 
room — one of the most modern in the world. It is 
air conditioned, steam heated, brightly lighted and has 
special equipment for humidity control. At peak sea- 
sons, 45 men strip 10,000 pounds in this room in a day. 
Good land, well managed, plus special equipment have 
enabled Mereworth to grow more pounds of tobacco 
an acre and to obtain a higher price per pound than 
attained by most growers. This is unusual for a very 
large producer. 
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
